Eitentlnl Than Cool- 


\Vhat has been said, in a general way, 


of the bedroom may also be said of the 
hOUBe_that is, as regards sunlight. 
Admit it at least a part of the day in as 
many of the rooms as is possible, espe- 
cially in the sitting-room, dining-room 
and kitchen. Every room should be 
aired daily and given the benefit of the 
sunlight, if not of the sunshine direct- 
ly. Should you close the house or o 
part of it during the day do not do it 
so completely as to shut out the moving 
iiir, but invite it In through the open 
windows at the bottom, and after its 
mission of puritieation is accomplished 
give it free egress through the windows 
opened at the top. The dust may finJ 
its way in also, but better Rome dust 
and some air, than no dust and no air. 


Bear in mind that a cool room in 


summer is not desirable nor healthful 
If the coolness lias been purchased at 
the expense of fresh air nnd sunshine. 
Do not fail to have every -n indow of 
every living-room lowered from the top, 
if only a few inches. The difference in 
the temperature of the rooms will soon 
be appreciable by heeding this advice; 
more especially so when the lights are 
turned on.

iamp light quite a little; gas light very 
much. The difference is in favor of the 
electric light in consequence of its not 
being fed by the oxygen of the room.

CARLSON WON 


Case Charging Hint With Violation of 


State Medical Law DismUsed. 


The case against J. E. Carlson, the 


optician, who 
was charged 
with 


violating the state /nodical law, was 
tried at Monticello Wednesday. Mr. 
CarlaoU was represented by Attorneys 
Ewiug & Baldwin of this city. This 
was the second time the first case bad 
been tried and a second charge also 
came np for hearing in connection 
with the first Mr. Carlson recom- 
mended a certain kind of tonic to a 
patient so that her eyes might be 
strengthened, bnt did not give her the 
medicine. The first charge was tried 
several .weeks ago before the justice of 
the peace at Mouticello aud Mr. Carl- 
son was acquitted.

Both canes were heard 
yesterday and when the estate had 
finished with its evidence a motion 
was made by Mr. Carlson's attroneys 
to have the case taken from tha jory 
and the judge dismissed it. The state 
was given GO days in which to prepare 
a record of the case, bnt it is not 
thought that an appeal will bo made.

Story of the Suicide at 


Springfield. 


A BULLET IN THE 
HEAD, 


Wife and Children Afraid to Qo 


Into the Room — Man of 


Social and Biwlswu 


Prominence. 


In the Republican last evening ap- 


peared a press telegram from Spring- 
field stating that Tom C. Heukle, a 
former resident of Decatnr, had taken 
ais own life in his home at Spring- 
field. The Daily News gives the par- 
tioulars of the suicide ai follows: 
" Thomas U Henkle is dead. He 


died shortly before noon today, a 
suicide. It was just 
11:35 o'clock 


when Luther King, the colored man 
about the Henkle home, at Edwards 
aud Walnut streets, hoard a shot fired. 
King was working in thu yard at the 
north side of the house. Shortly after 
the shot was tired he was called iulo 
the house by Miss Klla HeulUe, the 
oldest daughter of the doocased, and 
told to go upstairs and see wkat the 
shot tuonut 
Mrs. Henkle and her two 


daughters were all iu tha house, bnt 
were so badly frightened by the shot 
;hat they feared to look iuto Mt. 
Henkle's room. Thsy knew only too 
well that something terrible bud hap- 
pened, and as King was the only man 
nbout at the bouse he tuade the in- 
vestigation aud returned downstairs 
within a moment or two and told tha 
frightened family what ho had seen, 
tie found Mr. Uoukle lying 011 the 
door at the Hide of his bod, with the 
ilood slowly ooiiug from a great hole 
iu his head, directly back of tbo right 
ear. 
A short distance from him wa* 


yiiig a smoking revolver, which told 
the story. 


"Bnuu Henkle, eldest son of tbe 


deceased, who is employed as collector 
at the Kidgely National bank, wa, 
notified by telephone and he hastened 
bome to 
comfort and console bis 


mother aud sistora. Ho at onco noti- 
fied Dr. Diiou aud 8. E. Prather aud 
the clerks at tho wholesale house of 
John W. Bnuu & Co. Dr. Uixou 
Hastened to the Heukle borne, but bin 
services were not needed, as 
Mr. 


Heukle was beyoud all medical sktlL 
Deputy Coroner Brinkerhoff was noti- 
fied and called at tbe home about I 
o'clock and viewed tbe remain*. The 
iuqoetit was held at 4:30 o'clock Ibis 
afternoon, and a verdict of suicide re- 
turned.

NEXT'CAMPAIGN in LUZON. 


St. Lonis Globe-Democrat: Prep- 


arations going forward for a resump- 
tion of hostilites against the Tagals at 
the end of the rainy season are in ex- 
cellent shape. By the middle of Au- 
gust the army in the Philippines will 
number 80,000 men, and nil enlisted 
beyond next year. By October re-en- 
forcements will swell the aggregate to 
40,000. A strong cavalry force is or- 
ganizing, and to this the enemy can 
oppose only infantry. Sapid-fire guns 
in ainplo supply are to go forward. 
Numerous gunboats are in readiness to 
CO-operate with expeditions to harbors 
that will be captured and permanently 
garrisoned. In the recent operations 
any point oonld be taken, but the 
troops were too few to retain all cap- 
tnred towns and territory. Not far 
from San 
Fernando is the city of 


Bacolor, but no attempt was made t° 
seize it, for the simple reason that no 
garrison could be spared.

Obiervant Teacher Say* That They 


^Should lie Studied by Edu- 


cational Expert*. 


"For the last two or three years," 


said a teacher in one of the public 
schools, reports the Chicago Tribune, 
"I have been making something of a 
study of the effect of nearsiglitcdness 
in children—I mean the moral affect. I 
think it is an interesting and impor- 
tant subject, particularly as defective 
vision seems to be largely on the in- 
crease among our pupils. Almost all 
nearsighted children develop certain 
characteristic traita. Boys who are nat- 
urally active and healthy are apt to be- 
come somewhat soured in disposition. 
I think that is because their infirmity 
puts them at a disadvantage with their 
companions in out^of-door sports. They 
can't play ball, for instance, or tumble 
about, and are never sure-footed. The 
other boys ridicule them, and they be- 
come solitary in their habits, so, for 
that reason, special pains should be 
taken to encourage nearsighted chil- 
dren to exercise. Another thing I have 
observed is that they are always nerv- 
ous and apprehensive in the dusk. That 
is because they see imperfectly in half 
lights, and they should never be start- 
led unnecessarily.

tlie schoolroom through inability of 
the pupil to see the blackboard. Before 
the cause is detected, however, the child 
often suffers unmerited rebuke.

Witfiin sound of the footfalls of Fort 


Sheridan's sentinels and almost with- 
in the shadow of the fluttering flag 
when the sun sinks westward is a site 
of a deserted village. Two apple trees 
a cellar within closing foundation walls 
crumbling inward and a long tortu- 
ous embankment, showing where a 
railroad once ran, are now all that u 
left to show that en this spot of Lake 
Michigan's bluff a once thriving ham- 
let stood. 


In name the village lives only in a 


thoroughfare — St. 
John's 
avenue 


which, running south from the govern- 
ment reservation, pierces the hamlet 
of Highland Park. The village of St 
John was established some time in 
the forties by a. man named Hettingcr 
who long since was calje<3 to a place o) 
which the St. John for whom the vil 
lage was named once had a vision 
Hettinger's first neighbor in the vil- 
lage was Frank Mitch, who is prob 
ably the only survivor of the original 
inhabitants of the lake . bluff 
town 


Others came later. The residents ol 
St. John soon increased in number, 
until 100 persons were gathered in th* 
place. 
It ran Half D»y and Little 


Fort, now Waukegou, a race for hon 
ors. 
It was the direct lioe of stage 


communication between Chicago ani) 
Milwaukee. 
Only a little ways re 


moved from the blacksmith's shop was 
a tavern, where the stage changed 
horses and where travelers alighted foi 
a dram and a dinner. Realty began tc 
boom in the town, but one dark night 
the inhabitants were awakened to e 
danger of which they had never be 
fore dreamed. There was a storm on 
the lake. A northeast gale sent thf 
waves driving far up the bluff. The 
calm of the morning showed that what 
before had been a smooth, straight- 
faced, hardened £luff was now for o 
distance of 20 feet inland simply 8 
frail upper strata of turf and dirt over 
hanging a cavernous opening. Th« 
water had undermined the foundation 
of the edge of the town. The next night 
the roofing layer gave way, carrying 
\vit!h it some of the outbuildings. Tc 
add to their sorrow, there came within 
the same week a lawyer, who told ths 
people of St. John that their land titles 
ivere faulty. The inhabitants moved 
back inland, however, told the lawyei 
to "go to," aid then they established o 
brickyard. 


In the course of time Lake Michigan 


again asserted itself. Several of the 
buildings of St. John had to be aban- 
doned. 
Attacks from the land side 


were renewed, the weapons being 
claims of faulty titles. St. John peo- 
ple thought they might be able to 
withstand the legal assaults, but the 
attack of the waves was too much foi 
them. They left their houses and their 
stores, and the name of St. John be- 
come Ichabod, for its glory was depart- 
ed. And now of those early days and 
early struggles there remains only 
Frank Mitch, shoemaker, of Waukcgan, 
to tell the tale. More than 20 years 
after St. John had become a second Au-

Nearly all the boys and girls like to 


blow soap bubbles, but the trouble with 
these pretty many-colored globes is 
that they burst so easily. This need 
not be the case if they are blown with 
the mixture the recipe for which in 
given here: Cut into very thin shav- 
ings one-fourth of au ounee of castile 
soup; dissolve this in ten ounces ol 
water, which is kept warm (not hot), 
and when this soap mixture is cool fil- 
ter it; put this into a IG-ounce bottle (a 
Eull pint bottle holds 16 ounces), and 
add glycerine to it until the bottle is 
Eull; put the glycerine in a little at a 
time, corking up tbe bottle and shak- 
ing it as hard as you can after each 
few drops of glycerine. When the bot- 
tle has be»n filled and thoroughly 
mixed by shaking it as above directed, 
:ork it up and set away where it will 
not be disturbed for a few days. 


In a short time the mixture will be- 


uome muddy-looking, but after a few 
lays a white layer will be found float- 
Ing on the top, while the rebt of it will 
be clear. This clear part must be 
drawn out without stirring up the top 
layer and this can be done by the 
use of a siphon. A siphon may be 
made from any piece of small tubing. 
The tube must be filled with water, 
and if it is a small tube St may be 
pinched near the middle and the water 
wHI not run out even when the ends 
hang down. Lower one end of tbe tube 
to the bottom of the bottle and let the 
jther end hang down outside. Be very 
jure that the outside end hangs lower 
:han the bottom of the bottle. II you 
bare managed this right, first the 
water that was in the tube and then the 
mixture will begin to run out of the 
:ube and will not stop until the bottle 
is emptied. I.et the water run out of 
:bc tube first, then as-soon ac the mix- 
ture begins to coin'e outmatch it in an- 
jther bottle. As soon as the white 
layer on the top of the mixture cornea 
3owji to the bottom of the bottle talte 
the tube out, as you only want the clear 
part.

olown with this glycerine mixture, and 
If they are allowed to rest on B bone 
teething ring or some soft woolen 
•loth they will keep their shape for 
three or lour hoTirs. If n glass shade

SNAKE STALKING. 


The Snort Ha> Been Fallowed 


Yeara In at Leaat One Biary* 


land Connty. 


"I read an item copied by the Sun 


from a Maryland paper the other day," 
said an old-time Marylauder, "which 
spoke df snake shoting down there as a 
new sport that had come into vogue 
among gunners. The man who wrote 
that item never lived in Anne Arunde) 
county or he would have known more, 
Long, long ago the native sportsmen 
of that country discovered that along 
in the spring of the year blacksnakes, 
garter snakes and moccasins, of all oi 
which Ann Arundel county has a good 
many to the acre, gathered in their an- 
nual lo\e-makiug affairs in. great num- 
bers. It was also discovered that the 
snakes at that particular time of the 
year were bold and fearless, and 
would not hesitate to attack on 
Eight any intruder in their tryst- 
ing places. This gave the idea that it 
would be great sport to make targets 
of the serpents, and such proving to be 
the case the sport of snake stalking 
came into existence, and has been a 
branch of the art of gunning, in that 
part of Maryland at least, for more than 
50 years. The moccasin snake and his 
cousin, the cottonmouth, are the two 
snakes that the stalker particularly 
loves to make his game. 


"The moccasin looks dull and rusty 


on land, but his back lights up into 
beautiful kaleidoscopic markings when 
in the water. When the warm spring 
sun casts its rays down on the pools in 
which the moccasin lives and finds his 
prey, he comes to the surface and 
hangs on to A jutting bush or strong 
weed, or crawls out upon the banks and 
lies stretched at full length on the grass 
or sand. He ia shy and will hurry away 
quickly at the approach of a man, ex- 
cept at mating time, and then he will 
show you a pretty fight. And you had 
better not let him bite you. His bite 
may not kill you, but it would be better 
if a whole nest or hornets rested on- 
you and enjoyed themselves there than 
that one little water moccasin should 
touch you with his fangs. 
But his 


cousin, the cottoumouth, or stumptai! 
moccasin, will bring your last will and 
testament into service as certainly as 
cholera or yellow fever. The poison 
tooth of the cottonmouth is as deadly as 
the rattlesnake's, and when he hears 
you coming he won't run away or warn 
you like the rattlesnake. He will lie 
low and wait for you, and plug venom 
into j-ou if be possibly can. There is 
considerable fun in stalking- a fctump- 
iail moccasin when he is absorbed in 
his love-making, and you want to make 
sure of your aim when you draw a 
bead on him. 


"The proper and sportsmanlike way 


of punning for snakes in Anne Arundel 
county is to carry a snake rifle and 
•hoot for the head. The 
v sportsman 


who doesn't bag his game by shooting 
its head off isn't looked up to much. 
f ho man who would go out after snakes 
with a shotgun in Anne Arundel coun- 
ty would be sadjy talked about. The 
favorite rifle is of 22-caliber, and 20 
yards' range is the least an expert 
snake stalker asks. A moccasin head 
inn be plainly seen at that distance, 
and many a shot among the snake hunt- 
ers doesn't brag any If he doesn't knock 
off eight heads out of ten that show up 
at that distance." — N. Y. Sun.

KIT CARSON'S RIFLE.

Kit Carson's rifle, which was carried 


by him for more than 40 years, and 
whioh never failed him, is now a pre- 
cious relic in the possession of th« 
Montezuma lodge of masons at Sonti 
Fe, of which he was a member. 


As an Indian fighter Carbon was 


matchless, and no one understood bet- 
ter than he the habits and the uaturt 
of the savage. He told Col. Inman, ol 
Kansas, that he was never deceived but 
once by Indian tactics. He said that 
ht. was hunting with us others aftes 
buffalo in the_ summer of 183S; that 
they had been successful and came 
into their little bivouac one night very 
tired. Intending to start for the ren- 
dezvous at Bent's fort the next morn- 
iag. They had a number of dogs- 
among them some excellent animals 
These barked a good deal and seemed 
restless and the men beard wolves. 


"I saw," said Kit, "two big wolve* 


sneaking about, one of them 
quit* 


close to us. Gordon, one of my men- 
wanted to fire his rifle at it, but I diO 
not let him, for fear he would hit a dog 
I admit that I had a sort of idea that 
those wolves might be Indians, but 
when I noticed' one of them turn short 
around and heard the clashing of hit 
teeth as he rushed at one of the dogs. 
I felt easy then and was certain that 
they were wolves sure enough. But the 
red devil fooled me after all, for he had 
two dried buffalo bones in his hands fln- 
der the wolfskin, and ho rattled them 
together every time he turned to mak« 
a dash at the dogs. Well, by and by 
we all dozed off, and it wasn't long b» 
fore i was suddenly aroused by a noise 
and a big blaze. I rushed out th i first 
thing for our mules and held the.n, IJ 
the savages had been at all smart they 
could have killed us in a trice, but they 
ran ns soon as they fired at us. They 
killed one of my men, putting five bul- 
lets in his body and eight in his buffalo 
robe. The Indians were a band ol 
Siotisr on the war trail after a band oi 
Snakes, and found us by sheer accident 
They endeavored to ambush us the next 
morning, but we got wind of their little 
game and killed three of them, Includ- 
ing the chief." 


Next to Kit Carson the most famouft 


scout in the southwest was Jim Baker, 
a native of Illinois, who was employed 
for Vnany years by the American Fui 
company, who married an Indian wife 
from the Snake tribe in Idaho and en- 
tered the service of the United Statel 
with Gen. Fremont during his first ex- 
ploring expedition. During his old age, 
after one season of unusually success- 
ful trapping, he realized the handsome 
sum of $9,000 from the sale of his fnra 
He then determined to spend the re- 
mainder of his days in comfort. The 
night before his departure from Forl 
Bent he went around the camp to bid 
the boys good-by. The farewells were 
accompanied by a good deal of drink- 
ing, and before the evening was over 
Jim Baker had taken a seat in a. faro 
game, where he lost every cent of hit 
money. He returned to the mountains 
with his Indian wife, established a lit- 
tle store and spent the rest of his life 
trading with the Indians and the min- 
ers.—Chicago Eecord. 


THEY ARE "AMERINDS" NOW. 


North American Nattvea Were Izn. 


properly Named Indiana t>r 


Columbus. 


The lack of any thoroughly satisfac- 


tory name for the aboriginal resident! 
of America ivns the subject of discus- 
sion a few weeks ago at a meeting of the 
Anthropological society of Washing- 
ton. Col. V. F. Hilder pointed out how 
inappropriate was the word "Indian," 
which Columbus applied to the people 
of America on the suposition that the 
land he found was India. Maj. J. W. 
Powell, formerly of the geological sur- 
vey and now director of the bureau of 
ethnology, said that after a conference 
with lexicographers he had been led 
to recommend the u&c of "Amerind" as 
the designation required. Dr. W. F. 
McGee, president of the society, re- 
marked that while the word "Indian" 
is firmly fixed in popular speech and 
literature, scientific men were desirous 
of having a more accurate term. Inas- 
much as the specialists in nny depart- 
ment of knowledge for'm the court of 
last resort he had no doubt as to the 
ultimate adoption of the new word if 
the scientists thcmsel^fs accepted it. 


One advantage of "Amerind" is that 


it carries with it no implication of the 
origin of the people to whom it is ap- 
plied. Again, It is sufficiently euphon- 
ious in foreign languages as well as 
our own, and it lends itself readily to 
the formation of adjectives and ad- 
verbs. The word is intended to indieate 
all aboriginal tribes of the American 
continent and adjacent islands, includ- 
ing the Kbkiroo. The working ethno)o- 
gists of" the society have unanimously 
agreed to adopt "Amerind" tentatively 
and to recommend its adoption by their 
fellow students.—Science.

He was ol 
vigorous build and very good natured, 
Belling the women ut their own figures 
pretty things he had captured. He was 
very popular with the people, and once 
gave j'ormg Inams four dollars for div- 
ing into the bayou and bringing up n 
pistol he had dropped into the water 
while standing on one of his boats. He 
would laugh and joke with his raen, but 
his word was luw to them. They would 
have resented being termed piratee, 
called themselves privateers, and none 
of the people cared to excite their re- 
sentment, laams came to Galveston in 
1822, before Texas dreamed of inde- 
pendence, before Sam Houston had set 
foot on the soil, and before Travis, 
Crockett, Bowie or Fannin had thought 
of the panne for which they afterward 
gave their lives.

The recent birth of quadruplets, four 


girls, to Mr. and Mrs. James Platt, of 
Uniou Mills, Ind., has awakened con- 
siderable interest in multiplicity in 
birth, and caused a fflember of the med- 
ical fraternity to searuh the records to 
find a Similar instance of four girls 
born, at one time. The result of the 
physician's research, says the Chicago 
Inter Ocean, is statistical evidence that 
quadruplets are supposed to occur once 
in about every 400,000 births. There 
are 72 instances recorded in the index 
catalogue of the surg-eon general's li- 
brary of the United States, but not a 
single one is noted as being that ot 
females. 
The health records of Paris 


show that in 108,000 cases during the 
past CO 3 ears, there was but one case 
of quadruplets. 


The 72 cases above mentioned as hav- 


ing occurred in the United States are 
supposed to cover the entire existence 
of the department in which they are 
recorded. In later years there have 
been but few cases; one in 1S90 in Tex- 
as, one in 1883 in Canada, and one In 
1871 in St. Petersburg. The instances of 
the birth of five and six children at 
one time are even rarer. The greatest 
number of children ever born to a wom- 
an at one time was seven.
